SPRING  HILL'S  CENTENNIAL  YEAR 


ONE  HUNDRED  years  ago  Spring  Hill  College  first  saw  the  light  of 
day.  Conceived  in  the  crying  need  of  the  South  for  an  institution 
of  higher  learning  where  young  men  might  receive  intellectual 
discipline  in  an  elevating  moral  atmosphere  it  has  adhered  throughout 
its  long  existence  to  the  principles  that  brought  it  into  being.  Other  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education  have  come  into  the  field,  some  of  them  long 
after  Spring  Hill  had  attained  its  majority,  and  surpassed  Spring  Hill  in 
size  and  enrollment,  but  nothing  has  been  able  to  draw  her  away  from 
the  policy  that  was  adopted  from  the  foundation.  Founded  in  1830  and 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  Bishop  Portier,  the  first  Bishop  of 
Mobile,  it  has  changed  its  administration  but  not  its  nature  several 
times  so  that  today  it  can  point  to  an  uninterrupted  period  of  one  hun- 
dred years  of  service  to  the  church  and  country.  A  valiant  champion  of 
truth  and  justice  Spring  Hill  has  labored  with  unfaltering  loyalty  and 
indefatigable  zeal  to  establish  the  intellectual  and  moral  standards  of 
youth  in  the  Southland.  And  these  same  youths  have  gone  out  to  all 
parts  of  the  South  and  to  the  very  ends  of  the  earth  carrying  with  them 
into  their  business  and  professional  life  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  their 
college  years.  One  hundred  years  of  devotion  to  the  education  of  youth 
— such  a  record  is  surely  worth  noting.  No  wonder  then  that  Spring 
Hill  College  on  the  occasion  of  this  Centennial  birthday  points  to  the 
glorious  past  and  holds  up  the  record  of  accomplishment  still  being  writ- 
ten, for  in  these  she  finds  at  once  a  gratifying  reward  for  her  labors  and 
a  right  to  have  her  appeal  for  encouragement  recognized  by  all  inter- 
ested in  religious  and  civic  welfare. 


HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


MODESTLY  and  without  boasting  Spring  Hill  College  claims  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  first  permanent  institution  of  higher  educa- 
tion in  the  South.  On  May  1,  1830,  Right  Reverend  Michael  Portier, 
D.  D.,  marched  at  the  head  of  the  first  group  of  students  into  the  first 
classroom  for  the  first  class  held  in  any  Alabama  college  or  university 
now  in  existence.  On  that  day  the  State  of  Alabama  placed  itself  ahead 
of  practically  one-half  of  the  states  in  the  Union  which  did  not  have 
within  their  borders  any  college  or  university.  The  story  of  its  founda- 
tion and  preservation,  however,  is  a  concrete  illustration  of  struggle  with 
adversity  and  triumph  over  vicissitudes.  During  the  first  decade  and  a 
half  of  its  existence  the  infant  college  saw  its  administration  changed  no 
less  than  six  times.  First  it  was  conducted  by  the  energetic  founder, 
Bishop  Portier,  and  a  small  group  of  his  diocesan  clergy.  Then  it  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Fathers  of  Mercy  who  were  forced  by  adverse 
circumstances  to  retire  after  a  short  regime,  replacing  the  administra- 
tion of  the  college  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop.  After  a  brief  interval  the 
Bishop  once  more  handed  the  reins  of  government  over  to  the  Eudist 
Fathers,  but  these  zealous  men  found  it  impossible  to  cope  with  the  pre- 
vailing difficulties  and  a  third  time  the  Bishop  found  the  college  on  his 
hands.  Still  seeing  the  necessity  of  giving  the  institution  a  permanent 
system  of  administration  and  prevented  by  his  widespread  activities 
from  assuming  control  of  it  himself  he  called  upon  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus  in  1847  to  devote  their  efforts  to  the  management  of 
the  college.  A  band  of  Jesuits  from  France  arrived  in  Mobile  on  Janu- 
ary 17,  1847,  and  took  charge  of  the  college  which  has  been  under  their 
care  uninterruptedly  until  the  present  time.

Wh:n  Spring  Hill  opened  its  doors  for  the  first  time  under  Jesuit 
regime,  Fr.  Francis  Gautrelet,  S.  J.,  the  first  Jesuit  President,  found 
ninety-three  students  listed  on  the  roll.  Year  by  year  this  number  in- 
creased, passing  the  one  hundred  mark,  approaching  the  second  hundred 
and  passing  that  until  it  reached  the  peak  during  the  year  1859-1860 
with  a  register  containing  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  names.  This 
steady  and  encouraging  growth  was  halted  in  the  following  year  by 
rumors  of  war.  In  1860-61  the  registration  dropped  back  to  ninety  and 
hovered  near  that  mark  until  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  With  the  prog- 
ress of  reconstruction  Spring  Hill  kept  a  steady  pace.  Those  in  charge 
were  just  beginning  to  forget  the  horrors  of  the  strife  that  had  caused 
such  a  disruption  when  the  disastrous  fire  on  the  night  of  February  4, 
1869  left  the  main  college  building,  the  two  frame  houses  and  the  church 
a  mass  of  smouldering  ruins.  Nothing  but  the  brick  building  which  is 
now  used  as  an  infirmary  remained. 

Undaunted  by  this  new  setback  and  confident  of  being  able  to 
overcome  the  ravages  of  the  fire  just  as  they  had  overcome  the  ravages 
of  war  the  Fathers  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  J.  Montillot,  S.  J.,  the  then 
President,  planned  the  erection  of  a  new  Spring  Hill.  With  the  assist- 
ance and  encouragement  of  Rt.  Rev.  John  Quinlan,  Bishop  of  Mobile, 
whose  deep  interest  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  College  gained  for  him 
the  title  of  Second  Founder  of  Spring  Hill,  the  large  building  which  now 
houses  the  Faculty  and  the  High  School  Department  was  erected.  By 
December  the  eighth  of  the  same  year  classes  were  again  resumed. 


The  succeeding  years  were  not  altogether  unfruitful.  True,  the 
numerous  epidemics  of  yellow  fever  throughout  the  South  tended  to 
hinder  the  increase  in  registration.  However  the  disease  never  pene- 
trated to  the  healthy  heights  upon  which  the  Collge  was  located.  Hence 
the  business  of  development  and  expansion  went  on.  It  was  during  this 
period,  from  1885  to  1905,  that  the  Spring  Hill  that  we  know  was  laid 
out.  First  came  the  erection  of  the  building  which  contains  the  dining 
halls  of  the  Faculty  and  of  the  High  School  and  College  departments. 
In  1898  the  gymnasium,  auditorium  and  band  room  was  built  at  the  west 
end  of  the  main  building.  Two  years  later  Yenni  Hall,  which  now  pro- 
vides accommodations  for  science  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories,  and 
the  handsome  Mortuary  Chapel  were  constructed. 

In  1903  the  Grotto  of  Lourdes  was  erected  and  the  property  con- 
taining good  old  Kostka  Hall  was  acquired.  In  the  following  year  came 
the  Natatorium  and  the  year  after  that  saw  the  erection  of  the  kitchen 
which  adjoins  the  refectory  building.  The  beautiful  Chapel  which  com- 
mands the  quadrangular  group  was  erected  in  1909  and  has  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  most  imposing,  if  the  youngest,  in  the  old  setting 
of  Spring  Hill  College. 

No  recollection  of  the  scenes  around  the  campus  would  be  complete 
if  it  did  not  bring  out  in  high  light  the  beginnings  of  the  new  and  greater 
Spring  Hill  College.  Planned  for  years  but  started  only  when  the  sepa- 
ration of  the  College  and  Academic  Departments  in  1927  made  it  pos- 
sible this  new  plant  provides  the  most  modern  facilities  for  collegiate 
education.  Mobile  Hall  and  the  Thomas  Byrne  Memorial  Library,  both 
brought  into  being  within  the  short  space  of  three  years,  constitute  a 
perfect  nucleus  for  the  remaining  units  of  the  Greater  Spring  Hill. 

We  look  at  these  newcomers  to  the  campus  and  become  thrilled  by 
their  beauty  and  modernity.  They  indeed  are  the  forerunners  of  a  new 
style,  a  new  growth,  a  new  center  of  campus  activities.  But  their  attrac- 
tions, their  facilities,  their  newness  cannot  in  any  way  depreciate  our  in- 
terest in  the  older  Halls.  In  the  old  as  well  as  in  the  new,  in  the  founda- 
tions of  the  first  century  as  well  as  in  those  of  the  second  do  we  take  our 
pride,  for  in  these  ancient  walls  are  the  memories  and  traditions,  the 
ideals  and  the  principles  for  which  Spring  Hill  stands,  has  stood  and 
will  stand  forever. 
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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


IN  THE  FALL  OF  1926,  a  group  of  happy,  carefree  young  men  entered 
the  portals  of  old  Spring  Hill  in  quest  of  higher  learning.  Little  did 
they  realize  then  that  they  were  to  become  the  far-famed  Centennial 
Class  of  the  then  ninety-six-year-old  College. 

The  year  had  scarcely  begun  before  all  the  new  students  were  well 
acquainted  with  their  classmates  and  upperclassmen.  Their  first  official 
act  as  Freshmen  was  the  choosing  of  a  leader,  an  honor  which  they  con- 
ferred on  Dan  McCarthy,  with  LeDuc,  Donnelly  and  Dugas  as  Vice- 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

In  the  spring  of  this  same  year,  the  class  first  stepped  into  the  lime- 
light by  being  the  first  Frosh  class  to  represent  Spring  Hill  by  a  basket- 
ball and  baseball  team.  Likewise  in  the  academic  line  they  attained  un- 
expected results  for  the  usual  raw  material. 

With  the  ranks  lessened  by  only  a  few,  they  returned  the  following 
year  to  resume  their  work.  LeDuc  was  chosen  as  President,  with  Dou- 
ville,  Vice-President  and  Dugas,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Contributing 
generously  to  the  Varsity  squad  in  the  fall  of  '27,  the  Class  of  '30  con- 
tinued on  its  path  to  glory.  As  did  their  activities  on  the  sports'  field 
increase,  so  also  did  they  increase  in  academics.  The  Springhillian, 
Portier  Literary  Society,  Mendel  Society,  Poetry  and  Short  Story  Society 
all  received  from  the  Centennial  Class  an  amount  of  support  usually  un- 
expected of  Sophomores. 

In  the  Junior  year,  LeDuc  was  again  holding  the  President's  chair 
with  Bob  Douville  as  Vice-President  and  Kelly  as  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. Again  did  the  class  of  '30  excel  in  athletics  and  again  did  it  give 
from  its  ranks  an  ever-increasing  number  to  the  clubs  and  societies  on 
the  Hill  Top. 

In  the  autumn  of  1929,  a  group  of  seasoned,  well-groomed  and  more 
serious  men  entered  Spring  Hill  for  their  last  registration.  During  this 
year,  the  class  of  '30  has  excelled  every  other  record  it  has  ever  made. 

Leaders  of  the  student  body,  there  is  no  single  field  of  endeavor 
which  the  Senior  Class  does  not  guide.  Following  the  manner  of  every 
Senior  Class,  we  see  them  don  the  cap  and  gown,  the  finished  product 
of  a  Century-old  Institution.  Moulding  from  the  raw  material  for  a 
hundred  years  men  armed  with  the  invincible  shield  of  knowledge, 
truth  and  charity,  Alma  Mater  sends  out  these  men  to  meet  the  world. 
To  her,  they  leave  the  glory  which  they  have  by /their  efforts  given  her; 
and  the  glory  that  in  time  they  will  impart  to  her  by  their  accomplish- 
ments in  the  business  and  professional  world.  They  leave  friendships 
that  will  never  be  forgotten  or  replaced;  memories  of  joyful  days  that 
throughout  their  life  will  sanctify  a  spot  in  their  hearts  and  hold  it  true 
to  the  School  they  love.

AN  EXPERIMENT  in  the  field  of  basketball  made  this  year 
proved  a  failure.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years  a 
court  five  was  organized,  and  sent  on  the  road  to  represent  the 
Hill  School  against  the  college  teams  of  the  South.  But  this 
quintet  was  not  the  strongest  that  the  Badgers  could  have  mar- 
shalled. A  two-sport  ruling,  temporarily  in  effect  at  the  Hill, 
kept  a  number  of  fine  floormen  off  the  team.  The  Varsity,  al- 
though playing  under  a  formidable  handicap  of  inexperience 
and  lack  of  reserve  strength,  gave  their  best  and  fought  hard 
in  every  game,  even  when  hopelessly  outclassed  by  stronger 
opponents.  The  Badgers  met  in  two  game  series,  and  were 
swamped  in  turn  by  Tulane  University,  St.  Stanislaus,  Louisi- 
ana State  University,  and  Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute. 
In  these  eight  collegiate  contests  the  Badger  cagers  scored  an 
average  of  18  points  a  game,  to  their  opponents'  50.  Spring 
Hill's  total  for  the  season  amounted  to  151,  while  the  opposing 
floor  squads  amassed  402  markers.

A  LTHOUGH  they  played  but  three  outside  contests,  the 
■*•  Freshman  baseball  nine  this  spring  saw  plenty  of  dia- 
mond service.  During  the  entire  season,  except  when  the 
Varsity  had  collegiate  games  to  occupy  them,  the  "rat"  niners 
faced  the  classy  upperclassmen  squad  in  semi-weekly  games. 

The  Frosh  had  a  big  .666  checked  up  alongside  their 
name,  for  they  won  two  out  of  the  three  regular  games  they 
played.  They  nosed  out  the  Odom  Grocery  nine  on  a  6-5 
decision,  in  the  first  game  of  the  year.  "Big  Boy"  Charlie 
Richards  drove  in  the  winning  run  in  the  last  inning  of  play 
with  a  timely  single.  The  second  conflict  also  went  to  the  Baby 
Badgers.  They  downed  the  Mobile  Junior  K.  of  C,  by  a  7-2 
count.  The  initial  yearling  defeat  was  administered  by  the 
Bayou  la  Batre  diamonders,  at  the  Bay  town,  by  a  score  of  5-4. 

With  but  two  or  three  exceptions  the  Freshman  nine 
brought  out  no  marked  horsehide  talent.  It  is  probable  that 
the  first  string  catcher,  Fitzsimmons,  will  turn  out  to  be  sure- 
fire Varsity  material,  and  his  battery  mates,  Edgar  Lovell  and 
Charlie  Richards  should  make  the  regular  pitching  staff  next 
spring.

With 
the  limited  numbers  with  which  he  was  compelled  to  work, 
however,  the  diamond  mentor  turned  out  a  team  that  gave  the 
Varsity  good  opposition  in  the  bi-weekly  meetings.

\1  7TTH  the  first  call  to  practice,  the  grid- 
iron season  of  1929,  started  off  with  a 
bang.  A  fine  looking  squad  reported  and  pros- 
pects looked  very  bright  under  the  tutelage  of 
Coach  Frank  Reese. 

The  opening  day  found  some  fifty-odd  aspi- 
rants seeking  berths.  The  majority  of  the  can- 
didates were  without  experience  but  eager 
to  learn  the  art  of  football  tactics.  The  only 
veteran  in  the  backfield  was  Nacol.  Linesmen 
comprised  Sanders,  Litchliter,  W.  Roy,  and 
Quinlivan.  With  these  men  as  a  nucleus,  the 
proposition  of  building  a  team  out  of  purely 
green  material  faced  the  coach. 

The  actual  playing  season  opened  up  at  Bay 
Minette.  True  it  is  that  the  Baby  Badgers 
triumphed  over  their  rivals',  thus  getting  off 
on  the  right  foot,  but  the  score  was  in  no  way 
commensurate  with  the  real  strength  and  ac- 
tivity of  our  team. 

The  Baby  Badgers  continued  their  stellar 
playing.  In  the  next  fracas,  with  Wright's 
Military  School,  they  came  off  on  the  long  end 
of  a  18  to  13  score.  The  Badgers  had  that 
final  punch  which  drives  the  ball  across  the 
line  when  in  striking  distance  of  the  opposing 
goal.  Our  fleet-footed  right  halfback  Roscoe 
Roy  took  the  palm  for  the  afternoon.  Al- 
though closely  watched,  Roscoe  flitted  all  over 
the  field  like  a  phantom.  It  is  hard  to  pick 
out  any  star  on  the  line.  They  all  worked  hard 
and  well,  breaking  through  the  defense  much 
to  the  dismay  of  the  Cadet  backs. 

Our  next  opponents  were  Atmore.  Spring 
Hill  scored  two  touchdowns  early  in  the  fray

and  held  on  to  this  lead  during  the  first  half. 
But  during  the  final  half  the  Atmore  line  and 
hacks  waged  terrific  attacks  on  our  line  and 
twice  placed  the  pigskin  behind  our  goal.  The 
game  was  well  played  and  hard  fought  but  the 
end   found   the  score   deadlocked,   12-12. 


Playing  throughout  the  entire  game  an  un- 
beatable brand  of  football,  the  Spring  Hill  Hi 
team  emerged  from  the  Pascagoula  fray, 
played  on  the  Murphy  Hi  school  field,  with 
an  overwhelming  victory  of  20  to  0. 


The  Panthers  according  to  comparative 
scores  were  favored  to  defeat  the  Baby 
Badgers.  Only  the  week  previously  they  had 
unmercifully  trounced  Wright's.  But  the 
Badgers  took  this  as  a  good  omen.  It  only 
whetted  their  desire  to  defeat  Pascagoula. 
The  Reesemen  executed  their  plays  with  pre- 
cision and  drive,  scoring  three  touchdowns. 
Pete  Impastato,  our  stellar  left  halfback,  to- 
gether with  his  fast-stepping  teammate,  Ros- 
coe  Roy,  accounted  for  most  of  the  Badger 
gains'.  Both  these  boys  slid  off  tackle  and 
around  end  at  will.  Their  side  stepping  and 
change  of  pace  completely  bewildered  the  Pas- 
cagoula tackles.  The  rest  of  the  hilltop  team 
rose  to  new  heights.  Ably  directed  by  their 
clever  quarterback,  Al  Prendergast,  they 
played  a  iaultless  game,  outplaying  the  Panth- 
ers in  every  department  of  the  gridiron  game. 
He  consistently  booted  the  ball  for  40  yards 
or  more. 
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Fighting  manfully  to  make  up  for  last  year's 
defeat,  the  Baby  Badgers'  once  again  lost  to 
their  ancient  rivals,  Murphy  High  of  Mobile. 
A  long  pass  late  in  the  last  quarter  was  the 
only  score  of  the  game.  The  point  after  touch- 
down was  not  made.  Phipps,  mighty  passer  of 
Murphy,  heaved  in  all  directions  but  com- 
pleted (inly  a  few.  His'  last  heave  to  Shearer 
was  a  high  wobbly  ball  that  caused  the  spec- 
tators much  heart  trouble  before  it  landed. 
The  Hill  boys  tried  nobly  to  score  but  the  six 
minutes  Jeft  to  play  were  insufficient. 

Up  to  the  last  minute  the  game  was  one  of 
the  most  bitterly  contested  battles  ever  seen 
on  a  local  field.  The  three  thousand  people 
who  witnessed  the  tilt  felt  amply  repaid  for 
their  afternoon. 

The  Badgers  put  up  a  magnificent  battle 
giving  every  ounce  of  their  strength  in  an  al- 
most successful  effort  to  defeat  the  Murphy 
Panthers.  The  stellar  players'  of  the  Hill  line 
were  Dubuisson  and  Sanders  while  Roscoe 
Roy  was  the  luminary  of  the  backfield. 

Invading  the  Crescent  City,  the  next  en- 
counter was  laid  in  the  den  of  the  Jesuit  Blue-

Jays.  In  this  game  the  fighting  spirit  of  the 
team  and  of  the  student  body  was  demon- 
strated to  the  world  and  the  world  looked 
on  and  approved.  The  entire  student  body 
chartered  a  special  train  to  support  their 
heroes.  As  they  saw  their  team  go  down  in 
defeat  before  some  more  tonnage  and  handi- 
caps', the  loyal  band  stuck  to  the  finish  and 
cheered  their  warriors  for  their  fight,  if  not 
for  their  victory.  The  1'adgers  scored  one 
touchdown  compared  to  their  rival's  two.  The 
final  count  was  13  to  7. 

Like  everything  else,  the  football  season 
came  to  an  end  when  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
we  met  Penascola  at  Pensacola.  With  a  fine 
record  behind  it,  the  opposing  team,  a  tall. 
rangy  aggregation  of  heavy  material,  which 
dwarfed  our  lads,  soon  took  advantage  of  our 
light  team  and  scored  touchdown  after  touch- 
down. It  was  one  of  those  skirmishes  in  which 
every  effort  was  put  forth  to  conquer,  with 
the  laurels  going  to  Pensacola  wound  around 
a  score  of  31-6.  So  ended  the  season  of  1929.

THAT  the  1930  edition  of  the  Baby  Badger  baseball 
club  possessed  great  potency  was  attested  by  most 
of  the  games  they  played.  Under  the  direction  of  Coach 
Reese  the  new  material  that  presented  itself  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  season  rapidly  rounded  into  a  great  club, 
and  made  the  boys  forget  the  stars  of  by-gone  years.  The 
infield  was  truly  one  of  the  greatest  that  ever  donned  the 
Purple  and  White  uniforms  of  Old  Spring  Hill,  and  the 
outfield,  although  somewhat  deficient  in  hitting  strength 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  later  remedied  this  weak- 
ness, and  at  all  times  turned  in  some  sparkling  fielding. 

The  pitching  staff,  composed  of  Delmas,  Creed,  and 
LiRocchi,  was  one  in  which  Coach  Reese  might  justly  be 
proud.

Nacol  at  first,  although  no  Sultan  of 
Swat,  showed  several  rival  first  basemen  a  thing  or  two 
about  fielding.  O'Connor  at  second,  is  one  of  the  clever- 
est ball  players,  that  has  ever  stepped  onto  the  High 
School  diamond,  and  is  about  the  best  bunter  in  the  en- 
tire league.  Prendergast  at  short,  shows  flashes  of  field- 
ing form,  that  rival  that  of  the  immortal  Heinie  Wag- 
ner. Over  at  the  hot  corner,  we  have  Eddie  Ryan,  who 
handles  himself  like  a  big  leaguer,  both  afield  and  at 
bat. 

The  catching  duties  were  ably  taken  care  of  by 
Sanders  and  Dulin.  Sanders,  when  at  the  plate,  always 
gave  the  opposing  pitcher  such  a  scare  with  his  reputa- 
tion as  a  heavy  hitter,  that  he  usually  received  an  inten- 
tional walk,  but  when  they  came  near  him — .

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high  up  in  batting.  "Moe"  showed  an  uncanny  knack  of 
getting  walks  off  of  the  opposing  pitchers,  and  could  al- 
ways be  counted  on  for  one  or  two  a  game.  Scott's  prin- 
cipal claim  to  glory,  lies  in  his  fielding,  he  snagging  many 
high  ones. 

The  season  opened  up  with  a  bang,  the  Badgers 
taking  the  McGill  Yellow  Jackets  into  camp,  by  a  12-8 
count,  in  a  loosely  played  contest.  The  next  game  saw 
the  downfall  of  our  boys,  when  they  barely  lost  out  to 
the  Murphy  High  Panthers.  The  next  foes,  came  in  the 
shape  of  Wright's,  and  they  went  home  a  sorely  disap- 
pointed team,  having  been  overwhelmingly  defeated  by  a 
score  of  18-9.  The  team,  hit  by  injuries,  then  lost  three 
straight,  to  Murphy,  McGill  and  Wright's,  the  latter  two, 
teams  which  they  had  previously  defeated  by  large  mar- 
gins. In  a  determination  to  win,  the  Baby  Badgers 
journeyed  to  Atmore,  and  gave  their  most  brilliant  ex- 
hibition of  the  year,  beating  Atmore,  the  strongest  team 
they  met  all  year,  by  a  score  of  1-0.  Next  came  the 
Cavaliers,  whom  they  easily  defeated,  after  a  bad  first 
inning,  and  the  rubber  which  they  took  from  Wright's 
by  a  score  of  8  to  3  on  the  day  the  Corsair  went  to  press. 

The  season  as  a  whole,  although  not  very  impres- 
sive on  the  record  of  games  won  and  lost,  will  long  stand 
as  a  memorial  to  Coach  Frank  A.  Reese,  who  took  a 
handful  of  raw,  inexperienced  material,  and  turned  it 
into  a  winning  ball  team.

Fontcollian  Reporter 

Gets  Private  Interview 

Famous    International    Xylophone 

Player  Gives'  Secret  of  Success 

to  Staff  Representative 

Our  noted  and  justly  cele- 
brated Xylophone  player  and  con- 
cert artist  of  seven  continents  re- 
lented from  his  self-adopted  tacti- 
turnity  and  granted  forty-eight 
hour  interview  to  an  enterprising 
star  reporter  for  the  Fontcollian. 
This  famous  musician  made  a 
most  interesting  declaration  on 
the  art  of  Xylophoning  and  we  re- 
peat his  statements  verbatim  : 

"Back  in  1848,  when  I  was  about 
the  age  of  three  years,  my  par- 
ents advanced  the  desire  that  I 
should  develop  into  an  accom- 
plished and  world  renowned  mu- 
sical artist.  I  was  even  then  a  tal- 
ented singer  and  immediately  re- 
solved that  I  would  satisfy  my  fond 
relatives  in  their  wish,  I  wrote  to 
"Goldberg  and  Kelly's"  corres- 
pondence School  of  Music  and  re- 
ceived by  return  mail  a  complete 
course  in  the  Xylophonoscopy. 
I  was'  at  this  time  almost  four 
years  old.  By  the  time  I  was  fifty 
I  was  well  on  the  way  to  success 
as  I  could  then  play  the  first  two 
bars  of  the  Pagan  Love  song  with 
only  twelve  mistakes'.  My  fame 
soon  spread  abroad  and  I  en- 
trained aboard  the  good  ship 
"Nearly  Sunk"  for  Europe.  I 
literally  took  the  good  citizens  of 
the  old  world  by  storm.  They 
pleaded  with  me  to  tell  them  the 
story  of  my  success ;  but  of  course 
I  would  do  nothing  of  the  kind,  I 
merely  sat  down  at  my  trusty 
Xylophone  and  hammered  out  the 
Golden  Chords  of  Yankee  Doodle. 

The  symmetry  of  this  immortal 
conception  of  Goeeethe  resounded 
through  the  London  municipal 
stadium  and  held  my  audience 
spellbound.  Never  had  I  played  as 
I  did  then.  Oh,  the  joy  of  that 
night  lingers  with  me  even  now. 
I  can  see  the  awe-struck  expression
